Aliller 
and Wilson were added to the cummitte on Enroll- 
ments. 

Air. J. BROWN presented a petition. 

Reports from Select Committees. 

Air. A. YOUNG — Religion — a bill to divorce Ala- 
ry E. Craine; read, when 

Air. GR.NINGER moved to amend, by divorcing 
Joel Jones from his wife Dicey S. Jones, it was a 
meritorious case, but had yesterday been almost 
ridden to death by ameiidinenls. 

Air. PR.\TT hoped tbe gentleman would with- 
draw the amendment, as Jones’ case came up at 
1 1 o'clock. 

The SPE.VKER decided that as Air. Jones’ ca.se 
was set lor 1 1 o’clock, the amendment was not in 
order, so Air. Grainger withdrew it. 

Al.<o, a bill to divorce Isabella Snclling; read and 
passed. 

Ahso, a Senate bill to divorce W. R. Emmett, and 
for other |*urposes; read and passed. 

Also, a bill to divorce Helen Plasters; read and 
passetl.

AI.‘-o, a bill to divorce John L. Jackson: read and 
passed. 

Aiso, a bill to divorce Volney and Rachael Bedford; 
read and pu.ssed. 

.\lso, a bill to divorce Julia G. and Nicholas AI. 
Tay’lor; read and passed. 

.41ho. a bill to divorce Jesse Key from bis wile, 
Sally; read. 

Also, a bill to divorce Alary' (Jlirisman from her 
husband, Ricliard; road. 

Air. ilOLKL.\ND moved to amend, by’ adding a 
section to divorce Alildred Roscoe, and change lier 
name. 

Mr. 'r. I). BROW.N was opposed to the amend- 
ment, bt’cause he bad no intiiiiutiun of the facts in 
the case, and knew not that it had any merits, and 
he could not vote for any case bliiidlol'dly. 

Air. BOURL.WD then made a statement of the 
facts ill the case, and then the amendment was 
adopted. 

Air. C.\R LISLE moved to amend, by adding a 
section to divorce Thomas. Ilerbut. 

Sixeial Order. 

A substitute for the hill, to abolish the Alilitiu sys- 
tem, and permanently establish Uommon Schools in 
this Coninumwealth; read.* 

Air. WoLFORD advocated the adoption of the 
substitute at length, ilis remarks shall lie given 
hereafter. 

Air. H.\GG.'\RD moved to amend by adding ad- 
ditional sections appropriating >|20.UU0, and ma- 
king the .-Viiditor the Superintendent of Common 
School^, and President of the Board of Education; 
and pres'-rihing his duties, dee. 

Mr. II.^GG.MID advocated the amendment. Ho 
said it was partially u reorganization of the present 
system. His atm iidiueiit proposed to make the Au- 
ditor the Superititeiident. allowing him a clerk, 
whose salary should be 9500. He did not presume 
the Ilouse would make the Superintendent a sepa- 
rate ollicer, and have him travel over tbe State and 
pay him .91 AtJO. Hi.s amendment proposed also (o 
make an apjirupriatioii of .920,000, or 50 cents to 
each scbol ir, providei! sucli a sum did not exceed in 
the aggregate the sum of >(20,0tJO. It is conceded 
that the auiendrnent would have a beticfirial effect; 
but it is said that the appropriation ought not at 
this time to be made; he thought the sum an insig- 
nificant one for so noble and necessary an object. 
We will, before the close of the session, have to 
pass a bill to increase the taxes, and why exclude 
the appropriation for such a noble object as that to 
educate the children of the State. The substitute 
proposed to defer the whole matter for nearly a year, 
by auhaiitting it to tbe people, and tbua tlie system, 



which is now needed, and which has long been 
procrastinated, is still further to he deferred. He 
advocated the adoption of his amendment at some 
; length. 

I Air. T. D. BROWN said it was with reluctance 
that he occupied any of the time of the Ilouse, 
when so near the close of the session; but he felt 
bound to state his objections to the amendment of- 
fered to the substitute. The amendment was a 
; copy of some old school law, and might he objected 
^toas out of order, because repugnant to the suhsti- 
( lute — the substitute provided that the bill should not 
iritcrlore witli the present organization and system, 

I while the umendment was a total abolition of that 
system. 

Tile advantages of education are conceded and 
ackiiiiwledged by all; we are all in favor of estab- 
lishing an Ulieient Common School system, but we 
i lack the lunds with which to do it. The substitute 
I proposed to give to the children of tbe State, tbe 
j fund wbicli is due them, and wliicli bad been pledged 
I to the Board of Education, ami to give them the in- 
terest which iiiis accrued to that fund, wliicli was 
originally appropriated for their use, and should be 
reluiideil. li proposes to submit it to tbe people to 
Isay whether it sliiill bo done or not. This is well, 

! lor it will cost nothing to do it, and as tbe people 
I are sensitive ufioii the subject of taxation, they 
, ought lo be allowed to decide. Ho was not willing 
; to vote for direct taxation lor this pnr|K»se. without j 
hirst ascertaining if it was tbe wish of tbe people. 

I It is a question which they should decide upon them- . 
' selves, ami if they decide in favor of it, then their 
Representatives will feel instructed to vote for it. 
j The geiitleiuaii Iroiii Cuiuherlaiid, (Mr. Haggard,) ' 
pressed his umeiidiiient before the committee, hut , 
it was rejected by them, and he now presses it 
I again, upon this House. He conceded much to, 
j him us a legislator, hut he does not seem to consid- 
j er any thing perfect, till it has received the finish- ^ 
ing stroke Irom his |ien. He was opposed to his 
amemhneiit, because it makes an appropriation j 
which the Treasury is not now prepared to meet, 
and it also destroys the substitute. It is not poli- ; 
tic, in a matter of this character, to press it upon 1 
the peojile: but it should be left Ibr them to decide 
upon, and tlien they will see it put in effectual op- 
eration. He hoped the House would reject the 
auiendment. 

Air. AIcKI.NN E Y. of the committee on Enroll- 
meiils, made a report. 

Air. II.XMILTON discussed the .substitute and 
tbe aiiiendinent oll'ered by the gentleman from (Jum- 
berland, (.Air. Haggard.) lie bud drawn an amend- 
iiieiit which be had iiiteiideil to offer, but as one 
aiiieiidment bad been oliered, be did nut wish at this 
late stage of the session, to embarrass tbe bill. He 
discussed tbe profiosiiion at length — bis remarks 
Will be given hereafter. 

Air. HAGGARD tbongbt the objections to the 
amendment, by llu? gentleman from Montgomery, 
(Air. lluiiiiltuii,) were not well rounded: be thought 
that the 1st Auditor could perform the duties of 8u- 1 
pcrintendeiil as promptly and ably as any Superin- 1 
teudent that coul 1 be employed, and it saved to the | 
State the sum of JjilOUO. by paying only .9.500 to tbe . 
Clerk, instead of paying ,91, .500 to a Superintendent. ! 
The same proposition now made by him, in the 
amendment, was before the Ilouse at ite last ses- 
sion, and the gemleuian from IJardin, (Air. T. 1). 
Brown.) opposed it then. Thn House bad not re- 
fused to vote an appropriation of 915,000, for the 
erection of a monument to the dead, and now would 
it re!u.se to vote .920,000 to the poor and needy 
children of the State. He contended that it was 
perfectly just and right that the children should 
have this appropriation, and he should insist upon 
it as long as there was no other better system ot- 
tered. 

Air. T. D. BROW.N* replied to the gentleman from 
Cumberland, (Air. Haggard.) He had voted against 
the amendment now offered, at the lust session, be- 
cause he believed it an incompetent plan, and he 
should so vote again. 

Air. CHILTON moved the previous question, and 
the House sustaining the motion. 

The question was first on the adoption of the 
amendment; the yeas and nays being called it was 
lost, 27 to .52. 

Air. HUGHES moved a reconsideration of the 
vote just taken: lost. 

.\ message from the Senate, insisting on their 
aiiiendnient to the hill lo increase the revenue, and 
that they had appointed a coniiniltee of conference, 
and requested the appointment of a similar com- 
mittee on the part of the House.

' 1‘eriding the adu|)tiun of the resolutions, Air. 

; W1NTER9MITH said: 

1 Air. Speaker, I cannot conceive of any opposition 
i to the resolutions proposed. We cannot contem- 
plate John Quincy Adams as any other, than as one 
' of the most remarkable men of this, or any former 
age. His biography is almost the history of the 
political affairs of the Nation. Born belore the 
commencement of the Revolutionary war and deep- 
ly imbued with the spirit of his ancestors, who were 
prominent in that memorable contest, he was nurlur- 
; ed in the very cradle of free iiislilutiuns. Inimedi- 
I ately after tbe organization of the Government of 
the United States he was inducted by Washington 
into an active participation in its administration, 
and has unremitingly continued, both at home and 
abroad, u distinguished statesman. He was a man 
of great capacity, of indomitable and untiring per- 
severance — of a rare love of learning and wonder- 
ful acquisitions- — of Stirling independence and fear- 
lessness of character, and of pure and chaste virtue. 
He may have been wrong at times and as all other 
men, subject to the imperfections of human nature, 
hut ail must acknowledge he was an honest and vir- 
tuous and great man, and one who will ever be esti- 
mated a bright ornament of any age or country. 
We all must feel that a star has fallen from our 
politveaA galu.xy of great men, and that the voice of 
the “old man eloquent,” long listened to and always 
respected and venerated, being stilled forever, and I 
most heartily respond to the feeling contained in ( 
the resolutions. 

Air. TOWLES said, pressed as we are for time, 
in view of the early close of the session, yet it seem- 
ed to him, that in order to show proper respect to 
the individual whose death has been announced to 
us this morning, that the House ought to adjo orn. 
He would not pronounce a eulugium upon his cnar- 
acter as a statesman, a scholar and a patriot , be- 



cause nothing that he could say would add to the ’ ' 
height of his glory or tbe respect due to bis memo- 
ry; any effort lo tio it would be as futile as to at- * 
tempt to add with the light of a taper to the briliian- 1 
cy of tbe sun. His mind combined the brightest! 
and best qualities, and his brain was a perfect * n- ; 
cyclopedia of literature, science and politics. No ' 
man, however much opposed to bis administration, 
denied to him tbe mode of perfect honesty. Cra- i 
died in tbe very place where liberty itself had its ! 
birth, and nur.-»ed in the very cradle of the Revolu- ' 
tion, whatever may have been bis errors in tbe esti- 
mation of others, it was conceded, lliey all sprung , 
from an honest heart, and an unparalleled devotion i 
to bis ctiuntiy. | 

Air. H.ARLOW hoped there would be no voice 
beard dissenting Iroin tbe adoption of these resolu- ; 
tions. j 

Tbe House then took a rcces.s until 2.1 o’clock, j
